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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 1) Applicants arguments (After Final 
Amendment pages 1-2) state that the Takagi reference does not disclose any sensed area that is common to any two or more of the 
photoelectric elements. The Examiner respectfully disagrees. Claim 1 discloses " wherein said plurality of light measuring elements are 
provided at different positions and detect a brightness of a common area on an image sensing surface of said image sensor at different 
respective angles". The Takagi patent discloses a plurality of light measuring elements (18a-18e) provided at different positions that 
detect a brightness of a common area (6) (each of the light measuring elements detects a portion of the area (6) thus it is a "common" 
area (ie. belonging to or shared by all members of a group) on an image sensing surface of an image sensor. Although each one of the 
photoelectric elements (18a-18e) senses the brightness of a different respective area within the common area (6) the Takagi reference still 
reads on the claim as currently written. It is the Examiner's belief that although a common area is claimed this does not require that the 
brightness detection areas of the different light measuring elements must overlap. . 
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
